who did not vote today, and Cummins, 
Kenyon, Lenroot, and Smoot, who 
voted against the Fall amendments.

DETECTIVE: 
WOUND 


Second Officer May 
Die; Slayers Flee 
After Battle. 


Two detective sergeants were shot 
in a battle with two holdup men in a 
west side saloon early this morning. 
One of the officers, George C. Burns, 
3939 Fillmore street, is dead. The 
other, Bernard J. Lenehan, 4055 Gren- 
shaw street, probably will die. The 
murderers escaped in an auto. 
The rifle squad of the detective bu- 
reau, headed by Chief of Detectives 
Mooney, and police from the west side 
Stations are searching for the slayers. 
The murder occurred in the saloon 
of Thomas Mulhern, 3301 West’ Madi- 
son street, shortly before 1 o'clock. 
Burns and Lenehan, who worked eut 
of the Fillmore street station, entered 
the front door of the saloon just before 
the robbers with handkerchiefs over 
their faces came in the side door. The 
masked men recognized the officers and 
immediately opened fire. A dozen shots 
were exchanged and when the shoot- 
ing ceased both omipers were prostrate 
on the floor... | 

Run to Flee. 
The murderens ran to their auto, in 


which a driver and another man were 


waiting, drove south in Spaulding ave-. 
nue, turned west in Van Buren street, 

and disappeared. 
Sergt. Burns was shot four times in 
the side and hig partner fell with a bul- 

let in his foreheai while trying to seize 
one of the robbers. Both were uncon- 
scious when the ambulance arrived. 
Burns was taken to St. Anthony's hos- 
pital, where he died within half an 
hour. Lehehan is in the Garfield Park 
hospital and it is feared he cannot re- 

cover. |

Robber Drops Mask. 

| Sergt. Lenehan in the meantime had 
grappled with the.other thief and in 
the struggle was shot in the forehead. 
Despite his wound he continued to 
fight, and they struggled out of the 
side door on to the sidewalk. There 
Lenehan dropped unconscious from 
loss of blood. The robber, whose hand- 
kerchief mask had fallen from his face, 
dropped his revolver and fied into the 
alley.
